London, May 11.—War between Italy 
and the central empires is now regarded 
In Rome as almost unavoidable.

an agreement will be reached. 
Military 
preparations are being pushed vigorously 
and political opposition to war appar- 
ently has largely died away. 


In Paris it is rimaored that Germany 
and Austria have declared war on Italy, 
but so far as is known there is no basis 
for such reports. A Milan dispatch ^ves 
what purports to be an offer of territory 
concessions from Austria, described as 
unaeeeptabla to Italy inasmuch as it ex- 
cludes Trieste and Istria. 


The Havas

Washington, May 11.—President Wil- 
son said today that his speech in Phila- 
delphia last night was not a declaration 
of policy in reference to the Lusitania 
disaster. That he was not tliinking of 
any special matter but of the newly 
naturalized Americans in his audienca 


The president used the expression that 
he was thinking of the /'Cain" some 
people were trying to raise. 


Nothing to Add Now. 


The president said he would make 
a decision on the policy to be follow- 
ed in the Lusitania case as soon as he 
had all the elements in mind. 
For. the 
present he had nothing to add, he said, 
to his statement of last Saturday night, 
which was that ho was considering "very 
earnestly but very calmly, the 
right 
ccj^rse of action to pursue" and that 
he knew the country expected him "to 
act with deliberation as well as ^vith 
firmness." 


The president made it clear that he 
was eixpressing a personal attitude and 
not referring to any specific case. That 
led to the belief in many quarters that 
the president had not reached a deci- 
sion in the Lusitania case 
and 
waa 
speaking his personal feelings aa to the 
idea the United States should have in 
this situation as well as otiier phases of 
the world Avide war. It was ts^en that 
he was endeavoring to explain broadly 
that the United States should seek to 
serve the cause of humanity by using 
its influence to secure aa adherence to 
the rules and principles of international 
law wherever they have been contra- 
vened. 


Something of Surprise. 


Although the general trend of com- 
ment was one of surprise at the limita- 
tion which the president placed today on 
the interpretation of "his speech, those 
who have followed hia speeches closely, 
pointed out that Mr. Wilson \ has fre- 
quently spoken implicity rather than ex- 
plicity. 


While his Philadelphia audience was 
impressed with the belief that the presi- 
dent was referring specifically to the 
Lusitania tragedy, the president indi- 
cated by his remarks today that he 
meant his speech to be broader than a 
single incident and to cover the entire 
subject of foreign relations as well as 
the subject of domestic solidarity with 
referrace to the aliens who have be- 
come naturalized in America. 


At the usual hour, the cabinet began 
arriving for the first conference with the 
president since last Friday.

Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The newly inaugurated ofiensive 
movement of the allies over a loog 
section of the front in Belgium and 
northwestern France has developed a 
general engagement of considerable 
intensity. The official statement from 
Berlin today concedes that the al- 
lies have won ground between Carency 
and Neuville, but attacks elsewhere 
are said to have been repelled. 


The Germans announce the capture 
of French trenches over a width of 
nearly one-fourth of a mile in the 
vicinity of Berry-Au-Bac. The Paris 
war office states that the allies made 
gains yesterday in Belgium near Ar- 
ras, France, and' at

points and that the German attacks 
were beaten back. 


Russian claims to victory. In the 
Carpathians are offset by the Ger- 
man war office report that farther 
striking gains have been made. It 
is said that the attempt of the Rus- 
sians to halt the pursuit of the Ans- 
tro-Gennan forces was defeated with 
heavy losses to the Russians.

Philadelphia, May 11—President Wil- 
son gave to a gathering of 4,000 natural- 
ized Americans tonight the first intima- 
tion of the course which the United 
States government probably will pursue 
in the situation resulting from the loss 
of more tlian a hundred American lives 
on the British liner Lusitania. líe spoke 
by implication, but his hearers inter- 
prfited his remarks 
as 
meaning 
that 
while tile United States would remain 
at peace, it would eoek to convince Ger- 
many of the injustice to mankind of 
tlie traijedy of last Friday. 


"America," said the president, "must 
have the consciousness that on all sides 
it touclies elbows and touches 
hearts 
with all the nations of mankind. 
The 
example of America must be a special 
example and must be an cxamplo' not 
merely of peace, because it will not fight, 
but because peace is a healing and ele- 
vating: influence of the world, and strife 
is not. 
® 


"There is such a thing as a man being 
too proud to fight. There is such a thing 
as being so riglit that it does not need 
to convince others by force that it is 
right." 


Tumult of Applause. 


These remarks precipitated a tumult 
of applause ajid patriotic enthusiasm at- 
tended by a waving of thousands of 
small American 
flags. 
The president 
made no direct reference to the Lusitania 
tragedy, but the audience did not hesi- 
tate to read the application of his state- 
ment. 


Introduced 
by 
Mayor 
Blankenburg, 
who spoke in distinctly German accent, 
in a welcome and an appeal for a single 
allegiance to the United States, the pres- 
ident carried forward the idea of the 
welding of foreign blood in the makeup 
of America by pointing out the true goal 
of right American citizenship to be a 
loyalty not to the country of one's birth, 
but to the land of one's adoption. 
America First. 


"^^Tiile you bring," he aaid, "all coun- 
tries with you, you come with a purpose 
of leaving all other countries behind you 
—bringing what is best of uieir spirit 
but not looking over your shoulder or 
seeking to perpetuate what you leave in 
them. 1 would not certainly be one who 
would suggest that a man cease to love 
the place of his origin. It is one thing 
to love the place wiiere you were born, 
and another thing to dedicate yourself 
to the place where you go. 
You can't 
be an American if you think of yourself 
in groups. America does not consist of 
groups. 
A man who considers himself 
as belonging to a national group is not 
yet an American. 


"My advice to you is to think first not 
only of America, but to think first of 
humanity, and you do mot love human- 
ity if you seek tcT divide humanity in 
jealous camps." 


The president was constantly inter- 
rupted by spontaneous outbursts of ap- 
plause. 
He spoke clearly and so quiet 
was his audience of 15,000 that he could 
be heard distinctly in all parts of the 
great hall. 
Everywhere the red, white 
and blue flag and bunting was display- 
ed and a band during the evening play- 
ed patriotic airs.

The body of Albert Thompson, of 
Toronto, brought in by an admiralty 
trawler last night, was found drifting 
with wreckage near the coast not far 
from the Lusitania disaster which leads 
to the hope that additional bodies may 
be found in that vicinity. 


All hope of finding further survivors 
has been abandoned. 
A current of from 
two and one-half to three knots races 
around Old ^cad Kinsale and this has 
been augmented by a stiff wind which 
at the end of eight or nine days may 
carry bodies asftiore around Cape Clear, 
on the west Irish coast. 
The winds or- 
dinarily prevailing would have brought 
bodies ashore on the Atlantic coast of 
Cornwall, England. 


Scarcity of Life Belts. 


There are indications that the h6avy 
death roll among the American ttien in 
the first cabin was. due to the scarcity 
of life belts, many of them having given 
the life preservei-s they had obtained 
to helpless women. There is a prepon» 
dcrance of testimony that no American 
man got into a boat until after he had 
been thrown into the water.

(Washington Post.) 


"The argument is frequently 
made 
that if women had the ballot war would 
Boon become a thing of the past. It may 
be admitted, without question, thàt the 
influence of women is for good; but the 
fact that male A-oters have no voic« in 
the making; of war or the preservation 
of peace disposes of the argument that 
"Woman in politics 
could 
bring 
any 
change. 


"Possibly the best, if not tìie only, 
cure for war would be to bring an end 
to the secrecy that characterizes diplo- 
macy. 
The very men who are most ani- 
mated in praising the common sense of 
the people, who shout from the stump 
that the people must rule, and that they 
can always be trusted to do the level- 
headed thing, are usually the ones who 
argue that diplomacy must be shrouded 
in secrecy, 


"If the 'white light of publicity' can 
be shed upon the activities of corpora- 
tions with good results, there is no rea- 
son why it cannot be/shed upon 3iplo- 
macy with the same results. 
Diplomacy, 
after all, merely consists of deals and 
negotiations among the leaders of vari- 
ous nations. 
There is nothing sacred 
about it. 
It is wholly possible that the 
motives of statesmen may be as impure 
as the motives of business men. 


"The cost of one year's war to .Great 
Britain, according to t i e latest estimates 
of Llovd George, will aggregate about 
$4,000,000,000. 
This is the price to be 
paid by the taxpayers of England "as 
a result of deals and negotiations about 
which they knew nothing. 
Perhaps if 
the people had known, a different story 
might be told. 


"Tt is true that the people sometimes 
seem to agitate for war, even when their 
statesmen are pulling back, but it is be- 
cause they do not know the whole truth. 
If the statesmen of all countries were 
frank with their own people, if the veil 
of secrecy were lifted, those who in- 
evitably pay the prie» could be trusted 
to use better judgment, with higher and 
better motives, than the cliques of am- 
bitious 
statesmen 
who, 
sometimes 
through envy, sometimes through selfish 
anger or false pride, dig the diplomatic 
pits of destruction."

LET m BE ClLiUS 
MR. BRYMI'S ADVICE 


(By , Kenneth W. Payne.) 


Washington, D. C., May II.—"Watch 
your step!" 
' 


That is direct advice to the people of 
the United States from the government 
of the United States at Washington, It 
is the first official admonition apropos of 
the Lusitania crisis, addressed straight 
to the American public from the state 
department in the national capital. 


Secretary Bryan himself, in an ex- 
clusive interview, with the Sentinel cor- 
respondent, expounded 
this 
attitude, 
which the president and the cabinet want 
the public to assume in the greatest in- 
ternational crisis which has confronted 
the nation in many years, 


"Don't rock the boat," said the secre- 
tary to me. "You can teli your readers 
that is our advice for the present." 


I had come to Washington expecting 
to see this city the vortex of a whirl- 
wind of excitement. 
Surely there would 
be mobs in front of the German embassy, 
throngs besieging the state department 
and the white house, rumors of war in 
the air. 


But, no. Utter calm, furnishing an 
extraordinary example of the attitude 
of quiet assurance that the government 
wishes the whole nation to assume. 


The white house was deserted, ( ^ e 
lone caretaker -was peaceably 
clipping 
the ragged grass of the lawn. President 
^^^Ison was out on the links, playing 
golf with apparent unconcern. 
Across 
the way, in front of the huge buildings 
of the state department, several auto- 
mobiles were loitering by the curb. 


There w^as no sign of life, much less 
any flurry of excitement. In Secretary 
Bryan's office, however, there was a bit 
of agitation in the air, all produced by 
the newspaper men who were nervously 
popping questions at the secretary. He 
sat nonchalantly on the edge of his 
desk, the only cool person in the room. 


He smiled, his eyes twinkled at times, 
and only once, when the word "war** 
was mentioned, did his jaw set hard. In 
that moment his eyes gazed 
straight 
into those of the questioner, unyielding 
and with a look that said as plain as 
words: "No more of that!" 


Only at such a moment as this did 
the tense, strained gravity of the situa- 
tion appear under the surface smiles of 
good cheer and quiet reliance. And that 
is the attitude of the president himself, 
and of all the cabinet, and of the entire 
city of Washington. 
It can stn-ely be 
said that the nation has not lost its 
head, for though there be flurries in 
other parts of the country, the capital 
itself is calm, subdued, but none the less 
determined. 


'•"\ATiat new word have you received. 
Mr. Secretary? 
"\^^^at position do you 
a.s8ume on this point? What steps will 
be taken on this other matter?" 


These are the questions which 
the 
correspondents were asking and the an- 
swers, which you have already read in 
the newspapers, have summed up the 
attitude of tlie government itself and 
its diplomatic agents toward the Lusi- 
tania affair. 


"But what is to be our attitude ? How 
can Ave, the people of the United States 
best help oiu- president in this gravest 
of situations to confront the nation in 
years V 


That was the query I put to Secretary 
Bryan, on behalf of' the readers of the 
Sentinel, after the other correspondents 
had left. 


"Please make it understood," replied 
Secretary Bryan, "that this is not in 
any sense a warning to the public. 


"The public will be temperate and re- 
qiiire.s no Avarning. 
This is simply a 
Avord of advice, striking the keynote 
of the attitude which the 
government 
hope« the whole nation will assume. The 
note is simply: 


"Let us be calm! 
"The spirit of the public will echo that 
note In unison. I feel sure, for the pub- 
lic generally understands full well that 
this is no time for 'rocking the boat.'"

an attack as was made on the Lusitania 
taking up subsequently the question of 
reparation for the loss "of American lives. 
Germany's disavowal of any

Germany's desire to maintain friendly

that her main purpose was to terrorize 
Great Britain and paralyze trans-Atlan- 
tic travel. 


A dispatch from Ambassador Gerard 
at Berlin, was received today and sent 
to the president but its contents were 
not revealed. The evidence |riven by Cap- 
tain Turner of the Lusitania, before the 
coroner's Jury has been reported to tbe 
state department and will be used by 
officials in their study of the case.

Perhaps for the first time in the history of the nation a president 


i)f the United States has just delivered an address specifically to an 
audience of naturalized Americans. Certain it is, at least, that no 
message from a president to foreign-born residents who have taken 
upon themselves the garb of American citizenship has ever been 
given under circumstances identical with that which surrounded the 
meeting at Philadelphia Monday evening. At a time when a pecu- 
liarly delicate diplomatic situation confronts the country as the re- 
sult of war's development, the president's words are fraught with 
significantly valuable'counsel, not alone for naturalized Americans, 
but for those of native birth likewise. 


The president did not mention the Lusitania disaster, but he 


declared that "the example of America must be a special example 
and must be an example not merely of peace because it will not 
fight, but because peace is a healing and elevating influence in the 
world, and strife is not." 
It was again made clear by implication 


that the president is still seeking, as he has sought from the be- 
ginning of the European conflagration, the maintenance of peace 
with national honor, and he may bo safely trusted. 


The vital portion of the president's Philadelphia address, how- 


ever, lay in his plea 1'or a united nation—for America first in all 
things. He portrayed the loftiest ideal of American citizenship as 
loyalty not to the country of one's birth, but to the land of one's 
adoption. His advice to think first not only of America, but to 
think first of humanity—and that docs not mean the dividing of the 


. world into jealous camps—is counsel that may well be taken not only 


by the naturalized American citizens to which it was specifically 
delivered, but by the native-born American as well. 


THE CURE FOR WAR.

"Possibly the best, if not the only, 


euro for war would be to bring an end 
to the secrecy that characterizes diplo- 
macy. The very men who are most ani- 
mated in praising the common sense of 
tho people, who shout from the stum]) 
that the people must rule, and that they 
can always be trusted to do the level- 
headed tliinp. arc visually the ones who 
arjjuft that diplomacy must be shrouded 
in secrecy. 


"If the 'white light of publicity' can 


bo shed upon the activities of corpora- 
tions with good results, there is no rea.- 
fon why it cannot be shed upon 3iplo- 
maey with the same results. Diplomacy, 
after all, merely consists of deals and] 
negotiations among the leaders of vari- 
ous nations. 
There is nothing sacred 


about it. It is wholly possible that the 
motives of statesmen may be as impure 
as tlin motives of business men. 


"The cost of one year's war to Great 


Britain, according to tie latest estimates 
of Lloyd George, will aggregatn about 
$4,000,000,100. This is the price to be 
paid by the ta-xpayers of England as 
a result of deals and negotiations about 
which they knew nothing. 
Perhaps if 


tho people had known, a different story 
might bo told. 


•'It is true that the people sometimes 


seem to agitate for war, even when their 
statesmen are pulling back, but it is be 
cause they do not know the whole truth. 
If tho statesmen of all countries were 
frank with their own people, if the veil 
of secrecy were, lifted, those who In- 
evitably pay tlio prico could be trusted 
to UBO better judgment, with higher and 
better motives, than the cliques of am- 
bitious 
statesmen who, sometimes 


through envy, sometimes through selfish 
anger or false pride, dig the diplomatic 
pits of destruction."
